While descending the "17 mile 
grade" the train, to which were at- 
tached two engines, left the track.

The tracks wore torn up for 
nearly a hundred yards, but It is 
thought that traiBo wUl be reaumed 
in a few hours.

Rising Sun, Ind., Dec. 14.— "Let ns 

In this hour extend our sympathy to 
the ones who committed the deed," 
said Rev. John Henry, Sunday after- 
noon, concluding the funeral aervices 
over the body ot Mlsa Bllsabetb Oil- 
lespie. Frienda of the dead woman 
crowded In the Presbyterian church to 
pay the last tribute. Nearly 600 per- 
sons were in the church. As many 
stood outside. Long before the hour 
set for the funeral the church was 
filled. The casket was hidden beneath 
many beautiful floral emblems. 

The remarks of the pastor, Rev. Mr. 
Henry, were brief. The most sensa- 
tional part of the sermon was the pas- 
tor's admonition to the public to do 
nothing rash. 

Speaking of the guilty, Rev. Henry 
said their troubles have only l)egnn. 
The fact that he spoke in the plural 
when niaKing reference to the crime 
caused much comment. There was a 
general lifting of eyes when the pastor 
asked for prayen "for him who so far 
forgot hlmeelf for a moment." This 
was one of the fow instances when 
the minister alluded to the murder in 
the singular. The pastor said that he 
hoped that no sensational report 
would cause the people to do anything 
of a rash character that human life 
was sacrificed. 

"I trust," said h^, "that the investi- 
gation will be conducted In a spirit of 
pity and not of revenge by the anthcri 
ties." 

A part of the relatives of Bnisabeth 
Qilleaple were not present at the fu- 
neral. Noticeably among these were 
James Oillesple and Mr.s. Hdlc .S(>w- 
ard. brother and sister, and Mr. and 
Mrs. Myron Barbour, related by mar- 
riaga These four persona lived di- 
rectly across the street from the houre 
In which Miss Glllsple met her death. 
The grand Jury may not complete its 
work for several days. That one or 
more Indictments will be returned is 
generally accepted. The commulty Is 
quiet There will be no vli^deaca Aone 

Myron Barbour, aaalatant caahler of 
the nattonal bank, will v<Mantarily ap 
pear Monday before the grand Jury 
with one of the shells be bought a few 
days before the tragedy.

Oillespie's head will be examined by 
the grand jury.

Holland's queer artlons gave a clew 
to flu identity of the murderers: Ed 
Mosley had witnessed the murder, but 
did not recognise the men. In order 
to hide their crime the men cut off 
and mutilated the head of the victim 
and then buried it. There is another 
party Implicated not yet arrested. A 
reward of $400 has been offered for his 
arrest The othera arrested Saturday 
night were Frank Maasle, Dick Car- 
ney, Charles Finch and Bill Garrott. 
The prisoners will be brought here.

UNIFORM TEXT BOOKS. 
State Snperintenoent of Pablie Initrao 

tion H. V. McChpsnpy inakfls some ex- 
cellent and very timely enirveetionB for 
imjirovint; tlje public echoola of Ken* 
tncky. la arxinR the LegisUtare to 
adopt a law providinK a ntdfora tyitem 
of text books, with the max imam priee 
lized therefor, he aaya : 

In addition to the •xoenife price paid 
for booka under the praeeot ayatem tnere 
ia MMthar diffleolty. Under the preeent 
law each county Ium ita own adoption. It 
ia poaaible that adjoining oonnUea may 
have entirely different book*. Where 
tbia oondition eziata, or where the adop- 
tiona differ only in part, peraona moving 
from one ooooty to the other must nec- 
eeaaiUy loae anch of their old booka aa 
are not in ase in the new county. It has 
been ur(;ed by persona interested in the 
defeat of these measures in the past that 
to enact such a law would be an unwar- 
ranted inteilerence with the county's 
rinht of local self-KOVHrnment. If tliia 
be true, then the state perpHfrated an 
outrajte on the ri>;hfB ol the "Boverei({n 
county" when it decreed that the county 
authorities Hhonld have not less than a 
five-months' term of school in each dia- 
trict as a condition precedent tO NOalT- 
ing the State school fund. 

The State has fixed tiie fees a County 
Clerk shall charge, the commission a 
Sheriff shall rci!eive for collecting txxes, 
the times for holdiuK County and (jaar- 
terly courts. Are theee infringements 
on the riKbta of local government? 

In hia argnment In laTor of extending 
the school ywtiiwBftVt 10 ttamotthl, 
he HAyB : 

A few years ago Kentu(;ky had more 
teachers than fcboola. The conditions 
ha^e been reversed and there are now 
more achoola than teachera. Qaite a 
number of coanties thia year have a 
shortage of teaohera, many rural dis- 
tricts are not baTing • fall term. Many 
of the beat teaohera have deserted the 
profession. Even if the aalanr is no bet- 
ter in the new field, it is for twelve 
months in the year, instead of five. This 
wholesale desertion the ranks 

means that teacbin^, <ti mist in the ru- 
ral districta, is becnminK leia • piofee- 
Binn and more a makeshift. 

It ie within the power of the General 
Assembly to sreativ improve these con- 
ditions without increaeinfir the taxes. 

The present 50 cent. Stato tax ia ap- 
portioned as follows: Twenty-two and 
one-lialf cents tf) general fund, 'I'l cents 
to school fund, h cents to sinking fund 
and J cent to the State Co'lege. He es- 
tiniates tfiat L' cents will be sutlicient to 
keef) the Hinkiiig fund intact. This will 
enaitle the (irneral Assembly to transfer 
:> cents from the ainking hind to the 
school fund. The general fund is in 
such a condition that a tranM^r of 2i 
centH I'ould also he made to the tchool 
fund from the general fund. If these 
two transfers can be made, the 5^ cent 
addition to the school fund will in- 
crease ita revenues, incladiog additional 
amounts it would receive from miscel- 
laneous sources as a reanit of the new 
apportionment, about $400,000 annually. 

He urges the abolishment of the pres- 
ent trustee system, and instead suggests 
that provisions be made for a County 
Board of Education, elected by the peo- 
ple, and clothed with authority to build 
school .houses, purchaae apparatus and 
Boppliea and employ all teachera. 

The suggestion in reference to text 
books should at least he acted on and 
that favorably by the Legislature, and 
thus relieve the people of Kaatookj 
from the grip of the book trust.
